n vase, being eleven and 
one-half 


inches in height and twenty-four inches 
in circumference, having on either side 
a handle of massive bilver surmounted 
in gold, each handle containing eighteen 
separate compartments of gold quurtz 
aud silver specimens, etc., in polished 
slabes; the handles protruding from 
sids of va^e, making a total width of 
thirteen inches. 
On the top of one of 


the handles ia a group of battle imple- 
ments, in the centre of which are 
Knight Templar crosses, made of gold 
and silver, between the shields, aud 
crossing each other is a battle-ax and 
sword. On the top of the other is a 
hairnet, lance and gauntlet, likewise 
made of gold and silver. On the ob- 
verse siJe of the vase is nil emblem of 
the cout-of-arci3 ol the State of Cali- 
fornia. 
,Ou the reverse aide ia nn 


emblem 
of the coat-of-arms of the 


Grand Coinmaudery. 
The cover of the 


vase ia a cylindrical mineral cabinet 
containing granulated particles of differ- 
ent minerals of California miues, in all 
twenty-six compartments in numbers, 
and classified. 
Ou the top of this 


• cvlinder is a Unigbt Templar ou horse- 
back, of gold and silver, both horse and 
Templar in complete armor. The vase 
rests ou two horns pf cornucopia, in 
gokl and silver, the one containing the 
vinicnltural and agricultural products 
of the State of California, the other 
containing gold quartz. 
On the front 


side of the vase, and resting on a 
circular plate, is a miner, of gold and 
silver, five' and one-half inches in 
height, examining u quartz specimen; 
on tha reverso side is a farmer resting 
on his plow. 
The horns, miner and 


farmer are standing on a circular plate 
eleven inches in diameter, and one and 
one-half inches iu height, on the bevel 
side of which are represented eight 
cabinet designs of Knight Templar 
crosses; und. between these blabs of gold 
quartz, etc. 
Tho bottom of this circu- 


lar plata, and representing the founda- 
tion of the trophy, rests on four bears' 
feet. The entire height of the trophy 
is twenty-four inches, and the weight 
not less than two hundred ounces. 


Prize No. 2, manufactured by George 


C. Shreve & Co. of San Francisco, is a 
mounted Knight in armor, made of 
bronze, silver and gold, standing on a 
column of California onyx, 
Beneath 


the capital and surrounding the column 
are four shields ot gold-bearing quartz 
and specimens of the minerals of the 
State of California, aud four medal- 
lions, in silver and gold, representing 
a mining scene, Yoseinite, The Big 
Trees, an insignia of the Grand Cotu- 
mandery of California; around the col- 
umn are twined grape-vines and clus- 
ters of grapes in oxidized silver. 
At 


the base are banners and Knight Temp- 
lar armor iu silver and brouze, with a 
shield bearing the cross, and another 
the coat-of-arms of the State of Cali- 
fornia. The whole stands four and a 
half feet high. 


Prize No. 3, also manufactured, as 


No. 4, by Shrove & Co., is a revolving 
globe of silver, ten inches in diameter, 
California being represented on the 
map by solid gold inlaid. 
A figure of a 


Knight in armor with drawn sword 
standing on the g!obo is made of gold 
acd silver. Beneath the globe and to 


gold-bearing quartz and specimens of 
orea. • To the right a?id left, leaning 
against the base, are two grizzly bears 
of oxidized silver. 'The piece stands two 
and a half feet high, and rests on a 
pedestal of maroon velvet. 


Prize No. 4 is a silver placqne, 


eighteen inches in diameter, the centre 
a finely engraved view of Yosernite, 
with a border filled with gold bearing 
quartz and specimens of ore; an oatar 
border 
contains four medallions of 


Kuight-Templar emblems, and 
four 


raudallioni with California subjects— 
Slitter's Mill, Farmer, Mi(uer and the 
Big Trees. 
Twinud about the medal- 


lions are gr.ipes and leave* of silver 
iu full relief. 
A silver bear surmounts 


tho top of placque. An easel fiv» and a 
half fuet high, to support the plaoque, 
is mude of polished California woods, 
thu design being battle-axes, sword aud 
Templar emblems. 


Piize No. 5, manufactured by Kan- 


clolph & Co., of San Fruuciaco,, is a 
uoliil silver vase, surmounted 
by a 


Knight Templar iu armor, on horse- 
back, and bearing tbe grand boauseant, 
the standard of the Order, the whole 
being twenty-one and one-half inches in 
height. 
The front view presents nn 


engraving representing tents, with a 
sentinel at each, and pilgrims journey- 
ing to tha Holy L.ind. 
On the back 


there ia represented a Kaight on horse- 
back in the display drill. 
Ou tho sides 


are handles, elaborately carved, and 
ornamented with wreaths. Around the 
base ore engravings representing the 
coat-of-arms of the State of California, 
agriculture, art, chemistry, etc.

Thriving industry ttrowiug Up 


Iu Oar Desert Plain*. 


The Candelaria Trti9 Fissure of last 


Saturday soys: 


Columbus, after a long period 'of 


[Uietness, is becoming a lively camp 
moo more'. It would be vain to expect 
t ever to regain its old-time bustle and 
activity—the days of "booms," in the 
nil meaning of the term, have passed 
away—when it was the metropolis of 
,he country. 
This renewed life is due 


o the almost entire relocation of the 
torax marsh, nnd in many instances the 
jreotiou of works by the relocators. 
The increase in the price of borax, and 
new methods of reducing the crude, are

secondary one. 
Within the past week 


several thoasand acres of land have 
>een located and recorded, one or two 
plants have been erected, and others are 
n the course of erection.

of borax, meeting with encouraging suc- 
cess, the first tank yielding 600 pounds 
of fine borax. 
The company has 120 


icres of land, and expects to produce 
about ten tons of borax per month, 
worth about $16,000. 
Goodwin & 


Roach are erecting six tanks, and in 
tend to add six more as soon as praoti 
o.ible. They have 400 acres of ground 
and will manufacture a ton a day when 
;he twelve tanks are in running order. 
Roach has had great experience in the 
misiness, having been in charge of the 
works at Teal's marsh for several years. 
The practical knowledge thus gained 
will materially add to the chances of 
success' 
Schwartz & Molini are work- 


ing a large pile of tailings, originally 
from Teal's marsh, and are attaining 
satisfactory results. The tailings were 
worked some ten years ago, being 
hauled some fifteen miles for that pur- 
pose.

?. J. Franks, Sapt. of tho Elko Oon- 
olidatod, has received orders to go 
ihead and inaka all necessary prepar- 
ations for putting in place the new 30- 
on water-jacket furnaoe which is now 
on tha way from jlEtiia Irou Works, 
San Francisco. He was in town Wed- 
nesday for lumber and other netded 
materials. There is also a car load of 
ooke here for the same company. They 
have aLirge amount of ore on the dump 
and will commence smelting as soon as 
the furnaoe is in plaoo. 


C. A. Brosemer is working his miiia 


with renewed vigor and ij opening out 
a fine looking piece of property. 


There are several other claims in the 


district beiug put in whupa for work- 
ing at an early date, and it begins to 
look as if Railroad would soon come to 
the front again with bullion. 


New life has been infused into Loue 


Mountain, and the district is now at- 
tracting more or less attention. It is 
located about 25 miles from Elko, and 
has some fine looking properties. Sev- 
eral Tuscarora parties have lately in- 
spected the ground and a good many 
locations have been made. Mr. Wey- 
ton has been working a number ol 
promising claims, and Mr. W. J. 
Norria has just completed arrangements 
for commencing active operations on 
three of his claims—tho Oopper Queen, 
Mystery and Copper Bonanza. Mr, 
Clark of the Depot Hotel, is interested 
with him iu these claims. Considerable 
good ore has been taken out of the 
mines of this district during the past, 
and there is still pienty left. There will 
be a boom at Lone Mountain before 
long. 


The mines at Kinsely District, re- 


cently sold to an Eastern Company, are 
being opened out thoroughly, between 
•iO aud 50 men being employed in the 
company's mines. They aro faking 
out a good quality of ore and shipping 
it to Baltimore and New York for treat- 
ment. The claims are all looking fine 
and the new owners are muck pleased 
with their property. 


At Bull Run Basin, near Columbia, 


Jas. Clark & Co., aro opening up lome 
good mines. The ore is galena auc 
silver. They have a 5-stamp mill auc 
concentrator running on ore from the 
Richmond mine. They ship the con 
contnttions to Salt Lake for further re 
duction. The mill is run by water powe; 
and is doing good work. 


Spruce Mountain District ia also 


looming up, and it is said that Jasper 
Harrell has purchased an .interest in the 
leading mine in that district. The mine 
in questioa is owned by Mr. Schariff o" 
Wells, who has been working it fo 
some time past. 
Work will now bi 


poshed vigorously and the property 
opened out in first-class shape. 


There are several other districts in 


the county that are looking better than 
they have for years, and with Tuscarora 
in the lead Elko will soon be the larges 
bullion producing county In the Slate
